Congress adjourning last Saturday 
were: 


Appropriations approaching the £4,- 


000.000,000 mark; the tax revision act; 
the Soldiers' Bonus law and the Gen- 
eral immigration bill, providing also 
for Japanese exclusion. 


The session enacted more than 300 


general public laws and a multitude 
of minor statutes. A total of 10.436 
bills and resolutions were offered in 
the House and 3.475 in the Senate. 
House committees made approximate- 
ly iJXiC reports and more than a third 
of that number were submitted in the 
Senate. 


The session opened in turmoil and 


ended in confusion. The Senate start- 
ed with a spectacular fight over or- 
ganization. The La Folleite Pro- 
gressives opposed the continuance of 
Senator Cummins, a former comrade, 
•n the office of President Pro 
Tem. 


In this they failed. They prevented 
hna from, retaining the Chairmanship 
of the Committee on Commerce. 


This controversy diverted the Sen- 


ate from consideration of legislation 
for a long time. 


In the House there was another 


contest over the question of organiz- 
ing for the 
session. The Progres- 


sives there deiayeo the election 
or 


the Speaker 
for several days and 


forced a reluctant leadershio to acqui- 
esce in changes in the rules. 


Innumerable 
investigations 
were 


authorized in both bodies and fifty 
others were proposed- The 
most 


spectacular were conducted by jche 
Senate, which inquired into the Sin- 
clair and Doheny oil leases and the 
Administration of Attorney Genera! 
Daugherty. It investigated the in- 
dictment of Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana and exonerated him. 
Not to be outdone by the Senate, 


the House appointed special commit- 
tees to inquire into the activities or 
the Snipping Board and other Gov- 
ernment bureaus. It also made an 
investigation reflecting 
upon the 


character of "two members 01 Cori- 
gress."One of them. 
Representative 


Zihlman. of Maryland, was acquitted 
of any wrongdoing. 


Action in the cast of "the other 


Representative. Laagley of Kentucky, 
was deferred pending the outcome ot 
his appeal from a conviction, returned 
by a Federal court in his home State.

measures for the support of the Gov- 
ernment Congress

clines in the 
number of sheep on 


Pennsylvania farms is one of the best 
illustrations of the effect that chang- 
ing conditions have on industry. In 
iSSo. sheep constituted the major 
source of farm income in a consider- 
able 
number of the western 
and 


north tier counties. Competition of 
free ranee in the west and southwest 
and in other countries brought such 
low prices for wool and mutton that 
the eastern farmer was forced to seek 
another 
source of income, so 
the 


sheep has gone out in many counties 
and dairying has conic in. Seldom 
are the two lines combined, that is 
sheep and cattle, as the two compete 
for pasture- 


While the 1920-1023 figures do not 


reflect a change in trend an increase 
in Pennsylvania's nocks would be 
wise and profitable. The free range 
country is rapidly becoming a thing 
of the past, meanine that western 
competition, and this is true ot other 
countries as -.veil, is not likely to pro- 
duce wool and mutton in very large 
quantities.

The low -arm appears to be a pro- 


tection to sheep growers. Sheep use
